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PLANS 10 BEAUTIFY 
HGH SCHOOL 
GROUNDS 


Building Commissioner Turner 
Making Provision for Athletics 
in Every Form. 


DESIGN FOR LAYING OUT 
RECRHATION GROUNDS 


Contemplates Tennis Courts and 
Outdoor Basketball Pitches— 
Concrete Walks, Flower Beds 
and Carfefully Kept Lawns 
Will Make Beauty Spot. 


Plans for the laying out of the 
grounds of the new high school upon 
an elaborate plan, making provision for 
athleties in its every form, and for the 
beautifying of the grounds, are being 
prepared by Geo. E, Turner, building 
commissioner for the school board, The 
recreation grounds will be laid out 
upon a more ambitious and elaborate 
plan than has hitherto been adopted in 
any city of Alberta, if the design seen 
by the Capital this morning in the of- 
flee of the building commissioner is 
carried through to completion. 

The high school site comprises two 
whole blocks on Churchill avenue, be- 
tween second and fourth streets, and 
according to the proposed design, the 
whole: of the westerly block, which. is 
not built upon, will be laid ‘out as: an 
athletic park, The block is 500 by 
320 feet, and upon it provision will be 
made for a field to be used for football 
and lacrosse and a baseball diamond, 
while surrounding the whole will be a 
carefully laid running track, 440 yards 
io length upon which students who 
seek Marathon honors may work out 
to their heart's content during leisure 
hours. 

On a portion of the ground surround- 
ing the school itself, in the ,easterly 
block, provision will be made vor four 
or more tennis courts and a couple of 
outdoor basket ball pitches. ~Without 
encroaching on the space at the front 
of the building unduly, these recrea- 
tiong rounds can be laid out, and the 
reserve for park purposes will still be 
ample. When the grounds have been 
laid out, with concrete walks bordered 
by carefully kept lawns and flower 
beds, the grounds of the high school 
will form one of the city’s beauty 
spots. 

While the available space at the Oli- 
ver school is not so greal, the total ex- 
tent of the site being 500 by 300 feet, 
adequate provision for recreation 
grounds is being made here also. It 
is probable that. the trustees will lay 
out a portion of the west front in the 
form of a small ornamental park, leav- 
ing a space of 200 by 200 feet as a 
;playcround for girl pupils, and a simi- 
lar area for the boys. 

In their recognition of the value of 
athletics in education, of the fact that 
the physical is as important a side of 
the education of the Cenadian citizens 
to be as the scholastic, the Edmonton 
school board have become pioneers of 
new ideas in education, That the idea 
of play is a comaratively new concep- 
tion is evidenced by the inadequate pro- 
vision that has been made for school 
playgrounds in some of the older 
schools of the city. The largest area 
is that of the McKay avenue school 
site, which is 320 by 200 feet, while 
other schools are surrounded by much 
smaller grounds. The Alexander Tay- 
lor school grounds were enlarged last 
year at considerable expense by the fill- 
ing of a broken bank of the river. The 
Queen's avenue school is practically 
without playgrounds worthy of the 
name,

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How Did Wilkie 
Know Account Was 
In Imperial Bank? 


D. R. Wilkie, president and general manager of the Imperial 
Bank of Canada, rushes to the assistance of Frank Oliver with the 
emphatic and:.unqualified statement that the pictorial representation 
of the Oliver bank account, as published in the Toronto Telegram, is 
absolutely false. 

The question is, how does Mr. Wilkie know that the picture 
was false or even that the account was in the Imperial bank at all’? 

In the story which appears in the Toronto Telegram, to hand 
today, there are no names mentioned. The ledger page portrayed in 
the story is beheaded so that only the figures show, but not the name 
of the person to whose credit the $50,000 and the $19,350 was placed. 
There is absolutely nothing to indicate which bank the account was 
in. 

The place where Oliver's name was mentioned was in the To- 
ronto World, the day after the Telegram story came out. The 
World story is a simple statement of the fact that Oliver is the man 
meant and that the information was furnished by D. D. McGillicuddy. 
No mention of any bank is made. 

And yet Mr. Wilkie arises in Toronto to deny that the account 
is a true representation of Frank Oliver’s account in the Imperial 
Bank in Edmonton. 

Mr. Wilkie spoke just a little too quickly. He should have at 
least waited until there was something to indicate that it was his 
bank that was meant. 

‘Furthermore, to make his denial sound bona fide, he should 
have waited until he had time to receive a copy of the Oliver ac- 
count from Edmonton. : 

Wilkie’s denial places Oliver in a worse position than ever, as 
it shows that Wilkie is ready to do any denying that he may think 
necessary without knowing what it is that he is denying. I is a 
self-evident case-of protesting too much. 


Frank Oliver’s Duty 


To Explain Source of 
His Sudden Wealth 


Frank Oliver has promised the house on Ottawa that he will 
make 4 statement to the house explaining about his bank account. 
Mr. Oliver, if he is able to do so, can easily set himself right. If 
the bank account published in the eastern papers is not (as Mr. 
Wilkie says it is not) a true representation of the Oliver bank ac- 
county then all Mr. Oliver has to do is to produce his real bank ac- 


counts, both here and in Ottawa, and explain the items. 

If Mr. Oliver refuses to do this, it is the duty of the government 
to demand an investigation which will require the production of the 
accounts. 

When George E, Foster was under investigation in the Forester 
business the investigators pried into every account, traced every note 
and check and conned every item of his private business. 

When the Great Waterways commissioners were holding their 
investigation here in Edmonton they searched the public, private, 
personal and business accounts of men connected with the Ruther- 
ford administration, and went through every item for months and 
years, demanding an explanation of each one, and tracing each one 
in the light of the explanation given. 

When the Waterways question was raised the Rutherford gov- 
ernment not only did not resist an investigation of the private affairs 
of the members of the government, but they actually courted this 
investigation, themselves creating the machinery for the investiga- 
tion, handing the searchlight over to the enemy and telling them to 
proceed with whatever exploration they saw fit. 

Frank Oliver can clear himself in the same way. He can throw 
his affairs open to public inspection. If they will stand inspection, he 
has no reason to hesitate. If he hesitates, it is pretty good evidence 
that he does not believe they will stand inspection. 

Leaders in public lifes whether ministers of the crown or not, 
should be prepared at any time to have the searchlight of publicity 
turned on all their transactions, whether public or private. No man 
who refuses the public this right has any claim on public sympathy 
nor is the kind of man who should be entrusted with a public duty. 

Frank Oliver's political life is in his own hands. If he can ex- 
plain where he got the money, and what he did with it, that is alt 
he has to do. If he cannot, as a public man his time has come.

The trouble with the Bulletin is that it is hit. 
haunts it now is that its skeleton closet will be torn wide open and 
the public will learn how much of the $50,000 and the $19,350 went 
to keep the Bulletin out of the hands of the sheriff.

GAG PROPOSITION 
3 COMING UP 


At City Council Meeting Tonight 
—Freeze Prepared to Instal 
Plant. 


A proposition “to instal an artificial | 


gas plant for the city and another ap- 
plication for a franchise will be taken 
up by the council at the regular meet- 
ing this evening. 

F. W. Freeze, gas expert of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, has written the mayor 


and council advising them that he 1S 


prepared to instal a modern gas plant 
which would meet the needs of a popu- 


lation of 25,000 for a sum not to ex- 
ceed $150,000. This expenditure 
would provide for the most up-to-date 
equipment in the manufacturing plant 
and also for ten. miles of mains, laid to 
tap the more thickly settled residen- 
tial districts.

Toronto News Tells of 
Edmonton’s Great Growth 


Eastern Paper Gives Story of How 


Edmonton Jumped From a Frontier 
Post to a Metropolis in a Few Years 


The story of the growth “of Ed- 
monton, Alberta, reads almost like a 
fairy tale, but is typical of many 
another city of the west, says the Tor- 
onto News. 

Up to a short len years ago all the 
jobbing trade of Edmonton, Alberta, 
was done by the big retailers. 

These enterprising pioneers of Ed- | 
monton's distributing trade, owing to 
the high freight rates on L.C.L, ship- 
ments, were compelled to bring in 
their goods from eastern commercial 
centres in carload lots: and owing to 
the slowness of the freight service, to 
order their goods far in advance of 
their requirements: In consequence 
of these conditions, it was neually ne- 
eessary to carry very heavy stocks, 
vastly in excess of what would now 
be considered warranted by their vol- 
ume of trade. As a rule they were 
badly overstocked with many lines, 
and out of stock in as many others 
“until our car arrives,” 

In those days the shipping of  or- 
ders by rail was a thing unknown, 


and yet even in those days Hdmou- 
ton’s distributing trade reached out 


over a vast empire. 

The traders came in from as far as 
Jasper Pass on the West from .o!d 
Fort Pitt, Onion Lake and Battleford 
to the east, and from the norlh they 
came untold distances. 


Train Three Times a Weck 

Such railroad service as was in 
existence in those days did not lend 
itself readily to the development of 
Edmonton's distributing trade. A mix- 
ed train crawled three limes a week 
each way over the 192 miles of ill- 
ballasted, light-steeled line between 
Calgary and South Edmonton, as the 
hamlet which has since become the 
City of Strathcona was then called, 
As the through rates to Edmonton 
was the rate to Calgary plus the 
local rate from Calgary to South 
Edmonton, plus the cost of teaming 
across the Saskatchewan, it was not 


practicable to ship back .to points 
south, so that trade was confined 
chiefly lo points reached only by 


wagon, pack train or boat. 

There was practically no change in 
these conditions until the approach 
of the Canadian Northern Railway, de- 
signed to give Edmonton direct con- 
nection with Winnipeg. Without 
waiting for its actual arrival, the 
Canadian Pacific Railway anticipated 
the inevitable, and pul into effect a 
new tariff, making the rate to Edmon- 
ton the same as to Calgary. That was 
five years ago, and may he said to 
mark the birth of Edmonton as a 
Wholesale centre in the modern sense 
of the word, 

Competing With Calgary 

Not only could the Edmonton mer- 
chants now compete southwards, di- 
viding with Calgary the large trade 
that has developed along the Calgary 
and Edmonton railway, but settlers 
were rushing jnlo the rich agricullur- 
al country to the eastward along the

Conditions were rapidly chaaging. 
A few wholesale houses had been es- 
tablished and the large — retrilers 
were relinguishing their pretentions as 
jobbers and were confining their at-

has developed with extraordinary ra- 
pidity. Towards the end of 1905 it 
was Edmonton's proud boast thal 
“Edmonton has now tive  whole- 
sale houses, and two large eastern 
manufacturing concerns are arrang 


ing for wholesale distributing denne 
here.” In the short period the present 
rate of expansion will be kept up, 


and even considerably accelerated far 
several years to come. 

There is enough land, known to he 
valuable for farming purposes, wilh- 
in the area controlled by  Edinon- 
ton's wholesale houses to cover the 
entire map of Great Britain. 

Enormous Coal Fields 

All about Edmonton and away io 
the westward as far as the foothills 
lies the greatest coal area, in Western 
Canada, Up to the present time 
searcely any attempt has been made 
in the way of development of the 
tremendously valuable resource. Suf- 
ficient coal has been taken out to sup- 


ply the consumption of Edmonton, 
Sthrathcona and other nearby towns, 
gnd a small amount, amounting to 


less than 200,000 tons per year, has 
been shipped to points on the prairies 
farther cast. This, however, is only 
a tithe of what might be acomplish- 
ed, and we are now on the eve of vast 
development in the coal industry, 
Within the past twelve months no 
less than six or seven large compan- 
ies, very strong financially, have be- 
come interested in the coal proposi- 
tion, and already two of these have 
commenced development with a view 
to production on a large seale in the 
near future. A number of great coal 
camps will grow up within the next 
two years, the trade of. which will be 
tributary to Edmonton. 

In that part of Edmonton's. distri- 
buling terrilory already developed 
there is room for, and is taking place, 
very rapid further development. Dur- 
ing the past summer more farmers 
have come in to buy land than in any 
three years in the past. 

Three Railways Well Fed 

When the G.N.R. came in, in 1905,
